SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine entitled Intimacy #18 (Volume 5, Number 2) is classified as: 
Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

This magazine consists of sexually explicit photographs and text (including 
advertisements). Its overall tone is degrading, dehumanising and demeaning to the 
women depicted, due to the representation of women as accessories to satisfy male 
sexual needs. However, these elements are not considered to be extreme: women 
are not referred to in an overtly derogatory manner, and the photographs do not place 
excessive focus on genitalia. 

The magazine also consistently portrays female sexuality in a light which many actual 
women might find misleading. The one-sided nature of these representations has 
been balanced against the rights and freedoms protected by the New Zealand Bill of 
Rights Act 1990. Overall, the availability of the publication is not likely to be injurious 
to the public good, if it is restricted to an adult audience. This restriction is required 
due to the nature of the magazine’s sexual content. 
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
